- M E N IN BLACK IN SWEDEN?

During my years as an active ufologist I 
have come across several UFO contact ca¬ 
ses. In the beginning of the 7(3s I heard 
frequent rumours of a remarkable case 
involving the infamous men in black. Al-' 
though "beIqg very sceptical I started 
collecting notes from various sources. 
This was not .easy as several of the peop¬ 
le involved were reluctant to reveal what 
they ..knew. Because-of the sinister as¬ 
pects of the .case they_had no wish to 
become mixed up again. 

As the years passed some-of the main 
witnesses became close friends of mine 
and so more and more I learned of the 
full details, of the case. Today my Helge 
(x) file has grown to large proportions. 
Still, I probably would not have presen¬ 
ted this case, as yet save for an unusual 
coincidence. In 1979 a similar but to¬ 
tally unrelated MIB case emerged from an 
unexpected source. This case confi nned ; 
several of the data I had acquired ear*^ i 
I ler. I understand that there wi I I be- 
qraVe doubts, regard Ing this information

Most of the Information has been obtain¬ 
ed frqm three different second-hand sourr 
ces. AlI of them were closely related to- 
Helge during the original experiences. 
Personaliy I have only had a short tele-- 
phone ponversation with Helge in 1973. He 
then stated that he was not a I lowed to 
tell anything and that people wouid.be 
shocked if they knew ofthese things. ■ 

The original"contact'experience was 
first presented by Ernst Linder, then 
chairman of "Ifologiska sailskapet" - 
a Stockholm-based lecture group now 
discontinued - at a meeting on Jan. 27, 
1966. Linder.was the-first person who 
heard of the .case and made the Initial 
investigations (I). in literature the 
case' was first mentioned In the Swedish 
magazine Sokaren (2). Condensed versions 
of the original contact, has also appear¬ 
ed in "UFO-'gatan" by. Bjarne Hakansson 
(3) and "Tefatsfdlket - vdnner eller fl- 
ender" by Staffan Stigsjoo (4).

Helge is an ordinary Swedish worker, 
age now around 60, rock-bI aster•by pro¬ 
fession. He is a down-to-earth man and 
an atheist. The only difference from- 
the common is-thatihe is very telepat¬ 
hic which has got him into trouble seve¬ 
ral times because he can see when a man 
is lying and he doesn’t hesitate to say 
so. • • , • : -r- 

In December 1965'Helge was severely 
troubled by a stone in hfs'kidneys. On 
Dec 9th, the’day before'his operation, 
he felt a sudden urge""to take a long 
walk on a frozen lake in the vicinity 
of his home. At that time he 1ived with 
his wife in a small town not far from 
Gothenburg. 

He-took his dog along and started out on 
the lake. Suddenly the dog began-to run 
in.cirles like he was mad. Helge had to 
put him in leash. There was a whining 
sound in the air. As Helge looks up he 
observes an object about 5 m in diame¬ 
ter and 3 m in height. It was saucer¬ 
shaped and translucent but not like 
glass. He could see figures moving in¬ 
side. The object came closer3td the 
ground in a spiralling movement. It 
stopped before touching the ice, and a 
dark tube was lowered-from*under the ob¬ 
ject. This tube was seemingly made of a 
soft material since it moved in the wind. 
He felt a breeze of hot air with a clear 
smell of hyacinth reach him. 

T Helge first thought-,that this must be a - 
Russian machine but soon changed his 
■- mind... From the tube four entjties floa- 
...ted down I ike. in an invisible elevator - 
_ * and..walked up to him. They were three 
/.-men and one woman. Except for a trans¬ 
lucent overall they were totally naked. 
One of the men-seemed old while the ot¬ 
hers were younger. They were of normal 
"height, had very large dark, somewhat 
slanted eyes and perfect teeth. Their 
'skin- had no blemishes and there.was 
"absolutely no hair on their bodies, not 
even genitaI'haIr. 

...Helge was especially fascinated.by thei r' 
ears-which were- large and pointed. The 
hole.Into the head was very large, like 
•it. is on ajcat. He cou 1 d-,a(most see in- 
:to their .heads, he• thought. The men 
seemed ivery strong, wrestler types with 
,,hu I I necks. .As a whole they had a slight 
oriental look about them. The entities 
were covered by the clear plastic ove- 


ralls.-whlch looked like they were held out 
from the body by air pressures 

Helge became'very confused but not afraid. 
They started a conversation through signs 
.-and drawlngs in the snow. Tho-entities 
• were very fascinated by his hair. He had 
to remove his cap several times and they 
laughed.and pointed. When he tried to 
touch their overalls they quickly moved 
back., They didn't want him to touch them. 
With a^smalf black package they sprayed 
gas (?) on everything before.they touched 
♦•it, even the dog. The dog didn’t like 

this as the gas had-a strong smell of hya¬ 
cinth. Helge even smelled of hyacinth se¬ 
veral days afterwards which made his wife 
wonder if he had already tjought flowers 
for the coming Christmas. 

The sign conversation on the ice went on 
for .a while and Helge tried to explain 
several things,.like hunting and dancing. 

The girl played'with the dog which Helge 
thought strange since it was normally ve- 
ry -agressive-towards strangers. Al I the 
time it looked as if they walked on an 
unseen...Iayer. They didn’t touch ^he ground. 
When the' girl patted' the dog'she'al so 1 ea- 
,ned her: (<nee .against this invisible layer. 
The entities had a broad black bracelet 
with a yellow button on their left wrists. 
They touched this occasionally which 
seemed to have some connection to their 
weightlessness. 

The older man.exp lained that he knew about 
the pygmees; he showed how they hOnt with 
bow and arrow. He a Iso.made it.cl ear that 
his people would come In great armadas in 
the future..After some conversation the ol- 
‘der man went to "the ship" and fetched an 
object in the shape of a cylinder, or a 
microphone. He let this object glide along 
the back of Helge, whe suddenly felt relie¬ 
ved from his kidney-pains which had troub¬ 
led him for fifteen years. Helge felt that 
the object was warm- and vibratedJt ■ 

When the conversation had lasted for about 
one hour it grew darker and then Helge no¬ 
ticed that the vehicle was surrounded by a 
blue phosphorescent light. The whole craft 
sort of vibrated. Except for the.,dark cylin¬ 
der beneath It was.semi-transparent. It 
’"consisted of two shel.ls of .which the.^.outer 
.shell rotated. The inside seemed very spar¬ 
tanlike, no chairs But only three shining 
'ey I lnderSj;^Stand ing on the floor. Termina- 
ting,_the .conversation the entities, entered 
the craft which t^ook of with -enormous speed. 
He Ige noticed that it changed colour from 
blue to orange as It'flew away. 
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When the doctors had Helge x-rayed on 
the fol lowl-ng day they* were very confu¬ 
sed as the stone was gone. Subsequently 
all x-ray plates were checked by a doc¬ 
tor in Stockholm who confirmed that no 
stone was visible on the plates taken 
after the contact experience. This doc¬ 
tor- has since moved to Switze'rl and-, apd 
I have been unable to trace him. 

Th^ _s6_co_nd_con_tact_ . ' . 

In August,1966, about ten months after 
the'first experience, Helge felt a"' 
strong urge to go back to the lake whe¬ 
re, he had his ’initial contact. The urge 
was very strong,--a I most as if someone 
else drove the car. 

i 

As he arrives at the lake- he finds the 
same craft hovering a few feet: above 
the water-surface (it’s now summer). Be 
side "the shHp"..a man is standing in 
the air as if weightless. There is a 
slight breeze causing ripples on the 
lake. Helge spots a small skiff and 
starts out through the reed-towards the 
craft. He recognizes the man as one from 
the initial- meeting, this man starts to 
talk but the sounds he make are not syn¬ 
chronized with his lip movements - they 
seem instead to come from the craft . 
slightly afterwards. 

Helge, is informed that he will go to'the 
Bahamas as their contact man and he is 
giveiii-a metal plate always t6 wear. He 
says-'it- is impossible for' him to go to 
thO’Bahamas''sinde he doesn't speak Eng¬ 
lish,and is an uneducated'man besides 
he has a wife to care for at home. Ob- 
vi.ously, however, Helge has no choice, 
he is ordered to .go. Post-contact he 
dtgs a hole in' the wood .and b;jries the 
metal palate, there. ; 

- c.; ..n . 

He.tells his wife what has happened and 
thay decide to' selI everything they have 
and even to kill'their dog, which was 
very dearito them. In March I96'7.they 
take off for the Bahamas. Jbey are„to)d 
-to go to a certain place on Little Exuma. 
Hel-ge makes one mistake, however. .He 
forgets his plate. Nothing happens on 
the Bahamas and they are forced to re- ! 
turn home. ■ - ■ 

They feel ashamed to'resettle in their , 
old home town. Instead they makelcontact 
with a^brother of Helge’s living in , 
Stockholm. For their remaining funds' 
thGyibuy a-house trailer and settle down 
south of Stockholm where Helge finds 
work as .rockblaster once more. 


^A peculiar episode happened on the plane 
f rom _,Eng I and to Nassau in the Bahamas. 

Hetge noticed fourteen people all looking 
like catholic priests. When the plane 
landed in Nassau they disappeared in a 
mysterious way. One of them was father 
■- Papas...

Helge and his wife obtained an appartment 
.south of■Stockholm, through friends who 
.- were members of "Ifol'ogiska sSlIskapet". 

He met severaf of the leading members of 
that group and one of them "5 wealthy 
bu i Iding contractor -- offered .to f rnance 
the trips to the Bahamas. 

Helge' decides to fetch the plSte he has 
hidden .in the lake. On his way up trom 
Gothenburg he -stops at a gas station. 
There, an old man' comes up to him and 
asks if he is going towards Stockholm. 
Helge felt somewhat tired and thought it 
would be nice to have someone to talk to 
so he accepts the passengeri 

The man is dressed in black cape, boots 
and a big black sIouchhat..After-^-whiIe 
he asks Helge if he doesn't recognize him. 
Helge denies this but suddenly it dawns 
on him that this is-one of the "priests" 
that he saw on the plane for. Nassau. 

The man introduces himself as^father Pa¬ 
pas. He is. working for the overl’ords - 
which he preferred to call them - who had 
contacted Helge on; the previous occasions. 
Papas suggests a coffee-break at a motel. 

They sit down at'a■tab Ie and'Papas takes 
off his slouchhat and-puts it on fbe table 
but orders‘nothing to drink. At this point 
Hel.ge begins to feel very confused about 
the whole-thing. Perhaps“I'm .going crazy 
and this man doesn't exEsl at ail , he 
thinks. i-When a young boy 'pass their tab- 
. Ie Helge gives the big'hat ,a push .ahd it 
-falls to the floor. The boy, thlnki'ng it 
is he who has done it, picks up the hat 
and apologizes,. Papas obvious Iy is'real, 
Helge thinks. 

Helge is given instructions on howHo pro¬ 
ceed the next time he goes to the Bahamas. 
This time he must not forget his. pi ate. 

The .piate in question was.7 x 4,5 cm in 
size and about i cm thick with arough, 

.. backside. It was made of a material J.,ike 
aluminium and was engraved with three 
rows of cryptic' symbols, possibly a kind 
.of identity, card. (See'f ig. on page J).. 
The. plate occasionally became so hot that 
Helge kept it wrapped up in asbestos'. He 
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also claimed It gave him rashes. -(This 
reminds of Albert Bender, who received 
a metal disc that became so hot he 
couldn't hold It.(5f and also the Aarnd 
Heinonen contacts reviewed in AFU News¬ 
letter 18 and 19). 

As they had travelled a few more miles 
Rapas suggest that he take the wheel for 
a while'. Helge wonders if this is wise, 
since RapaS seemS'to .be■ very old; Helge 
suggests about 60 or 70 years of age. 

Wei I', if you double that some ten times 
you will be closer to the truth, is Ra-_ 
pas answer. ■ . , . 

Anyway, they change seats and Rapas pro¬ 
ves to be a good driver, perhaps a little 
too good.. He drives.I ike Helge's old. 
Voivo Amazon was a racing car. Helge 
tries to calm him by telling that the po¬ 
lice may have check-points here and there. 
But'Rapas says he' can feel where they are. 
Helge falls asleep and when he wakes up 
Rapas is gone and the car is parked be¬ 
side the read outside Sodertalje. On the 
drivers seat is a package of fruit. 

Th^'_Ne^ _^jie£a_t ion_ 

Several Swedish ufologists were now be¬ 
coming interested In the Helge case and 
lots of rumours circulated. A small 
group grew up around Helge, who returned 
to the Bahamas, this time carrying his 
plate. The building contractor financed 
this trip.' 

Money was to be mailed to Helge through 
a school teacher in Nykoping - Tryggwe 
Glantz. In January 1968 a meeting is 
held In Nykoping. The gathered people 
are informed of a letter from Rapas, 
written through Helge.and dated Jan. I, 
1968. Rapas outlines the basics for an 
organization to be started by the Swe¬ 
dish group. This course of-action has 
been conf.irmed by the overlords. The or¬ 
ganization' Is to be called "The New Ge¬ 
neration". . • 

The New Generation was iTitended to be 
a peace organization. I quote from the ‘ 
claimed letter from Rapas: "We detest 
you. That is why we believe In the youth, 
they-are the only ones whose hands are 
not soiled with the blood of others... 

Your'catchword shall be: Freedom from 
violence - from hunger - we are all brot¬ 
hers and sisters... You who have suppor¬ 
ted him (Helge) shajI not be forgotten, 
you shal l' reap a hundredfold-, but if so- . 
meone hurts him or his -devoted wife, I 
say, they shall be revenged sevenfold". 


The group aisp received the "Rapas ru¬ 
les", 65 philosophical polnts. For examp¬ 
le, point 15 says: "If you have helped 
a poor man with your last money and dres¬ 
sed him with your own clothes, given him- 
your last food-and he rises,up and wants 
to knock you down, toss him into the la¬ 
ke, he is worth•nothing else". Point 17: 
"If there should be interplanetary people 
among you, which I believe Is rather ra-- 
re, don't let them grow to heaven but .i-r 
bring them down to earth againi'arid "demanxl 
more work of them". ' , ■ 

Most members of the group felt uneasy 
about the whole thing. There ^were too 
many threats in the background. Some¬ 
thing was not right, they thought. The 
building contractor had been tpld to pay 
thousands of crowns without knowing what 
he really supported.-When Helge returns 
from his second Bahamas sejour the group 
breaks up and Helge feels betrayed, and 
sec Iude himseIf. • 

Th^ • 

HelgeS second trip to the Bahamas had 
fared-better off than the first, however. 
This time he didn't forget his plate. It 
all happened around the New .Year of 1967- 
68. Father Rapas had,told Helge what to 
do when he came to the island Lfttle.Exu- 
ma. On New Year's Eve he went to the har¬ 
bour and contacted ah old negro, called 
Joe, who owned a boat. There was also a 
girl’ by the name Of -Li.I They started to¬ 
wards a smal l is!and, presumabIy caI Ied 
Wennergren Island, where they entered' 
a mountain through an opening'. 

This was the base. Here Helge saw various 
kinds of entities: giants, hermaphrodites 
and dwarfs. He was shown the evolution of 
Earth and its civilization in a thr®e- 
dimensional picture. During this experi¬ 
ence he collapsed three times artd had to 
be revived by Rapas. Helge was^aI so shown 
a collection of weapons from all ages. 
From this mountain center '’The New (Sene- 
ration" organ-izat ion would spring, accor¬ 
ding to Rapas. Here Helge was to enter 
some kind of school. 

-Although the Swedish’ group broke up, 
Tryggwe Glantz continued for a while to 
promoteThe New Generation. He was inter¬ 
viewed by the Swedish daily "Folket" and 
their article was-pubiished on June I, 

1968._fryggwe claimed that they already 
had 600 members. The movement was refer¬ 
red to as a "worid-wide peace movement in 
the spirit of Martiti' Luther King... origi- 

• .T • i , 
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natfed by the West I nd I an-peacema ker ,Ra„ „ . 
paz".i iin the autumn of • 1968 the. organi- 
zattons had plans for a great meeting 
'where Harry Belafonte, Ralph Abernathy 
and Coretta King would appear. This mee¬ 
ting never took place. Rapas is referred 
to as a weal thy industrialist this time. 
During a trip laroundpthe world he saw so 
-much misery that he, decided to use his 
wealth for charity-purposes, alI ^claims 
according to'the "Folket" article. 

Gt A. a gent 

Since-the building contractor now had 
withdrawn, his economic support Helge had 
to rely on his contacts "frbm "space". I 
. Obviously this, group had uni imited 'eco¬ 
nomic resources. One day a man from a 
car firm visited Helge and gave ^him a 
new car. He said it' was paid for and was 
to be de I i vered to He I ge. • . ' * ' 

Before the thj_r^ trip to the Bahamas. 
Helge contacted a friend who was to ta¬ 
ke care of the apartment, pay the rent 
and care fbr the flowers. The payment 
for this'service would'be sent from'the 
.Bahamas, to, a special bank account. Hel¬ 
ge'paid in just'five crowns on this ac¬ 
count before he and his wife went. 

On the very day that they went to the 
Bahamas-someone paid 1.000 crowns o.n 
this account. Every week, It . increased 
by a' f«w hundred crowns but thereceipts 
never said who put the money there. No 
•money ever arrived trom ;the Bahamas. 

.When Helge and his wife 'Returned t hay 
were'very anxious as they thought they 
must owe their friend a lot of money. 
When their friend explained that.there 
was always money on the account, they 
first thought he.hadlgiven them himself 
buthlater realized that some of their 
UFO-connected contacts, mus^t have made 
payments. . - 

On his further trips Helge only met one 
type of entity. They were thin, p.oihted 
features, deep I y-tanned wj.th a somewhat 
oriental look, long tapering; fingers 
and dark eyes. They a I I s.eemed very per¬ 
fect, not a blemish on their skin. Hel¬ 
ge never saw the people from the initial 
contacts in Sweden, the bull-necked ones 
with pointed ears. On the third trip 
Helge’s wife saw the entitles for the 
first time and she fell on,,her knees 
thinking they were the^.ange I s'of :God. 

On the Bahamas Helge.alspjmet others of 
-their-earthiy contacts, there was S'Rus¬ 
sian and one American neqro, named Lof-

The strange thingrwas that it couldn't' 
be crashed. ‘ It had a sort of magical 
eye that steered it.

What we have here are the typical and -- 
infamous men In black. They are iden¬ 
tical to the ones described by other 
ufologists. Sometime's as I look through 
my f i le on this case I 'get a feel ing. of 
unreality, ■ Iike reading a science fic¬ 
tion novel. But I have no' reason to 
doubt my informants. .1 have deliberate¬ 
ly withheld some events, names and pla¬ 
ces a's they are. good, check-points in 
other cases of.’this kind or if more in¬ 
formation of this particular case-should 
turn up. ■ • . 

What puzzles me in this case is that 
there is no mentioning of lost time, 
hypnosis or the like. In most MIB-en- 
counters there Is some form of mind--tam¬ 
per ing. What we do find here, though, 
are mythic elements, like the visit to 
the mountain retreat,.Perhaps this was 
mentally induced? I 

This case -has natural ly resulted in much 
heated controversy and speculation. Whe-' 
re do they come from? What do they want? 
Another Swedish contactee who had a pla¬ 
te similar to Helge's- claim’ed that this 
group were a iform of'maf ia. They sel-l ' 
themselves to the highest bidder. The 
on I y way to get away f rom t-hem i s to 
pay more. The ordinary earth mafia pay 
them money. This devil theory was con¬ 
firmed, by a psychometfrc medium who held 
the plate mentioned. From this sitting 
she got such a shock that she loist con¬ 
sciousness for a while. 

The UFQr-mafia connection has been'men- 
tioned by other ufologists and cohtacte- 
es. Woodrow Derenberger, the American 
contactee, who was visited by the'MIB'' ''' 
referred to them as the mafia ( 6 ). Whi- 
le we-are gn to paranoia theories I 'al¬ 
so like to mention Richard Shaver, who •' 
claimed that the T,acge 3 t group of cave 
dwellers were the'"gangster groups" who 
are "in active and. frequent contact 
with both criminals and corrupt politi¬ 
cians on the surface (7)". 


Whoever these people are they are working 
on a global basis. They look almost exact-: 
ly alike.as report? from all over the 
world confirm. John Keel was deeply invol¬ 
ved in several MIB.cases during the 1960s. 
in the Eighth Tower he writes (8): "On a 
number of occasions I actually saw the 
phantom Cadi IlacS as advertized, complete 
with sinister-looking oriental-like pas¬ 
senger? in black suits. On Lond Island, 
following the directions given me in an 
anonymous phone call, I pursued one of ‘ 
these cars down a dead-end road where it 
seemingly vanished into thin air..."

If the intelligence organizations of. the 
world are aware of these things, as.i-s, 
indicated by my Helge file, then they are 
probably trying to deal, wi-th it on. their, 
own level with maximum security, and no 
publicity. As ufologists there Is very 
little we can do except carefully documen¬ 
ting the claimed facts as they come our 
way. 

There is no reason to believe that-these' 
entities are extraterrestrial. They move 
among Us without any apparatus and have 
obviousl y been here, for'a long time.. The^ 
re are MIB reports from as far back as the 
19th century. My personal speculation is 
that these entities somehow belong to 
this earth but are of a different eyolu-"* 
tion. In theosophical literature there 
are frequent mentions of two other physi¬ 
cal evolutions sharing this earth with''us. 
They are possibly neither good nor evil 
but can be "used" by those who know how.,, 
Perhaps John Keel is right when ^he conclu¬ 
des: ‘"We have not jbeen viewing the mas¬ 
ters, only the. slaves".

AIMED AT COMPUTERIZATION OF UFO DATA 


J_n_tr^d_uc_tion_£ The Idea of computerizing UFO report data in in high esteem nowadays 

"" among the international UFO research community. Dozens of:data systems 
on different levels of refinement have been (or are being) designed 
by researchers around the globe. The.Swedish Project U.R.D. (Project 
jJFO ^Report' and _Data) Is one of the most ambitious attempts, and it 
• has a definite international outlook. One of the project's goale is 

to become a world-wide center for UFO report computerization. 

With only 54 cases on file (so far) they are, however, quite distant 
' from the statisticaI Iy valid and interesting amount of report' data. 

Co-operation from other countries are much welcomed and needed by 
this group of Stockholm computer and research speciaIIsts, who in 
their daily routines work for prestigious-organizations such as IBM, 
the National Academy of Engineering Science and-the Stockholm Univer¬ 
sity. This article is a short presentation'of the philosophy, behind 
some of the work of the U.R.D. team. ■ 


Project' U.R.D. is a- project and not an 
organization. This means that the project 
is a way to _un_i_te a I I the efforts made by 
various ^UFO study groups a I I over the 
world. Only through this, and with a cer¬ 
tain amount of standardization of inves¬ 
tigation and documentation methods, a 
sound basis for scientific analysis can 
■be achieved. 

The project U.R.D. has beR« designed with 
these as primary requirements. The ini¬ 
tial analysis and checkout of the design 
has been made- in close cooperation with 
Swedish UFO study groups as well as sci¬ 
entists from many disciplins. The con¬ 
tents of the U.R.D. report form is the 
greatest common denominator of some 10 
professional scientists' ideas on data 
needed for future analysises. 

The development of project U.R.D. sfarted 
already in 1972 and the'work leading up 
to the,present U.R.D. concept was finish¬ 
ed in 1973. Since then methods have been 
revised to some extent. It is worth no¬ 
ting that' the concept, proceeding the one 
presented here Was one of much greater 
complexity. Due to the "human error fac- 
tors"'iS and some practical aspects, it 
was necessary to reduce the complexity 
•of the project, ending up at the level 
of ambition presented here. 


However, when instrumental registrations 
of great accuracy, can be done it is re¬ 
latively simple to return to the orig-inal 
concept.

A transfer of information is likely to 
distort it in one way or another. Some¬ 
times' this distortion is so severe that

Analyzing and documenting an UFO event 
we find three critical transfers of in¬ 
formation: . 

*1. When the phenomena was observed 

What did actually happen and how did the 
observer interpret it? To-be able to 
clarify this to some extent "one must 
also try to get some knowledge about the 
observer and his capabiIities In such a 
situation. • ' 

2. When the observer Is questionned 

It has been noticed that the observer of¬ 
ten lacks adequate expressions for what 
has been observed. Desides, the reference 
system of.the observer is different from 
tha"^ of the field investigator. 

3. When the observation is documented 

Transferring: aj series of events into, sta¬ 
tic pictures always me.ans that some in¬ 
formation will be' lost. Furthermore the 
investigator might have: misunderstood.de¬ 
tail s in tge observers .narrative and_ may 
also have difficulties in describing 
the phenomena.

Structurization of informations • necessary with such deta i led informat ion. 


If it at alI shalI be possible and mea¬ 
ningful to store and rationally handle 
all vital information about an UFO event, 
this information must be structured ca¬ 
refully. Such an effort wiI I. a I so simp Ii- 
fy field work. Within Project'U.R.D. this 
is one of the basic features and allows 
us to handle a large amount of informa¬ 
tion', per report,, with- greater ease than 
before. 

When structuring the information bits, 
two different principles hav^e been-used: 

1. With respect to informatioh 

2. With respect to time 

-The f irst’concept al lows us'to divide 
a.l I information into separate groups-. 
This.will, simplify both the report form 
design, the computer file'design as well 
as the work in the field. 

The second concept means that we have 
adopted a new way to look at an UFO-event. 
Hereby it- is possible to make computer 
aided analysis of events in order to. see 
if-different events might be caused -by 
the same phenomenon. This .a I so allows us 
to make detailed computer aided studies 
of the behaviour of a phenomena relating 
different'maneuvers to.changes- in speed, 
colour etc. In doing this-we might be 
able to secure definite patterns of be¬ 
haviour that might lead to some classifi¬ 
cation of .the nature of the UFO phenome¬ 
non. ■ . . 

With regard to information the following 
classification has been done:

The computer system’of project U.R.D. . 
was designed-with the usage of an on-line 
data base-system in mind-. Combined with 
specially designed programs for complex 
selections it would properly fill-.its 
function as a fact access I ib'rary of re¬ 
port abstracts. 

From the beginning it has been our intent 
to use the computer as a tool for initial 
report analysis in order to- find recurrent 
patterns. AI so’ it ‘serves as a fast feed¬ 
back function in the sense that one might 
find unexpected recurrent patterns requi¬ 
ring changes in the investigation methods. 

The informatign' structure lends itself 
easily for computer storage bn' any media. 
However, one should avoid using cards 
mainly because they do not permit the 
•fast handling which will be necessary 
when the amount of reports grows. 

For the time being tapes are used to store 
report abstracts,-and disc, packs are used 
tor information processing. The actual com 
puter is an .IDM 370/165 with facilities 
for plotting and telecommunications. As 
'the economic situation onTypentirts a 
temporary solution, computer uiage-wi11 be 
restricted to registration and some sta¬ 
tistics. Later, the tape files will be 
converted and the'system-expanded into 
Its fu 1:1 concept.

Itjs worth noting that this also allows 
us to document and study such cases 
where more'than one object is involved. '

With this basic structure all detail in¬ 
formation have been' classed. For practical 
reasons, information pieces have been as¬ 
signed limits of Value rather than attempt¬ 
ing to store definite values. It is very . 
seldom that precise numerical, values can. 


Local computer files are of :course a 
possibility and this has beep discussed 
during the design phase. .However, ■^l_j_ 
reports'ShouId be stored at at. I east one 
site,^ otherwise processing of the total 
amount of information will be almost im¬ 
possible due to communication problems. 
Even if only gne computer Is being used, 
all participating organizations has equal 
possibilities to access‘the’stored reports 
All utiIization-of the computer system is 
(of course) based op a non-profit idea. 

The computer handling responsibility in 
this case lies upon the organization 
where the computer is situated.. No organi¬ 
zation having this reponsibiIity, has any 
right,to stop any member within the pro¬ 
ject from utilizing the complete file.

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Further not'es on U. R, 

On May 25, 1973, members of three Stock¬ 
holm UFO groups sent inquiries to seve¬ 
ral other Scandinavian qroups concerning] 
the idea of a. common working party. This 
met with positive responses from several 
groups, particularly those Swedish 
groups which had not associated with the 
UFO-Sweden'organization (created just 
three years earlier). The idea was for¬ 
malized at a meeting in Stockholm when 
the Project U.R.D. was .instituted to 
pool resources on.data collection and 
to work out a Common educational prog¬ 
ramme' for Investiaators. A common defi- 
nit I on of UFO phenomena was accepted. 

During 1973-74 work proceeded on the edu¬ 
cational package and a systematic 7-page 
report form, aimed at computer studies. 
The nucleus of the U.R.D. team in Stock¬ 
holm were actively working with compu¬ 
ters and so, from the start, the project 
was heavily structured to suit data ana¬ 
lysis. An.educationaI loose-leafe binder 
("The U.R.D. blue book"), comprising 
some 70 pages plus report forms, book¬ 
lets from the weather bureau, etc, was 
'ready by 1974. Many U.R.D. courses were 
held in 1974-75 to train some 100 poten¬ 
tial .Jnvestigators, particularly in gi¬ 
ving true representations of UFO events 
on the U.R.D. forms. 

In July I975/was*96rmalized as a priva¬ 
tely financed foundation, the "Interna¬ 
tional U.R.D. Foundation". The foundation 
is ru.led by a; six-headed board of direc¬ 
tors. - 

There was still, however, a lack of in¬ 
terest from field investigators ogtside 
of the major towns of Stockholm and Got¬ 
henburg. UFO-Sweden, the national UFO or¬ 
ganization had started its own chain of 
field investigators which worked .main Iy 
to feed this organization with data for 
publication in their magazine. At least 
as concerns the number of reports and 
geographical spread UFO-Sweden was the 
more succesful group. They declined any 
cooperation with U.R.D. the motif being 
that U.R.D. wasan unnecessary duplica¬ 
tion of efforts. This policy stiI! re¬ 
mains in 1981 despite changes in UFO-Swe¬ 
den leadership. 

In 1-974 a heavy concentration of UFO e- 
vents occurred just north of Stockholm 
which provided U.R.D. with some 100 raw 
reports, incidents which so far have not 
been documented to the general public. 
Investigations in the area- were carried

out in close co-*operation with the mi I i- 
tary. Among the more bizarre was one 
.classic "abduction" case, investigated 
under hypnosis' by one of Sweden’s lea¬ 
ding hypnosis experts. 


In I'■176 U.R.D.. extended Its interests to 
Finland in coordination with Finnish 
ufologists. Members of the team have , ' 
travelled to.many countries "trying to 
sell" the concept. Harald Thuresson, and 
Djarne Hakansson visited Hynek in 1976 
and 1979, respectively. Thuresson also 
went to Texas (Project Star Iight inter¬ 
national) and Hakansson saw Dr. Jacques 
Valine. Besides voyages and presentations 
within Scandinavia,. U.R.D. was activel.y 
represented at the recent DUFORA confe-. 
rence in August 1979, where Dertil Kuhle- 
mann gave his views and U.R.D.'s yiew- 
points to the working party on interna¬ 
tional standards'Of UFO investigation. 
U.R.D. was given a positive write-up by 
Canadian ufologist David Haisell. The 
project will also be represented at the 
coming London conference in May, 1981.- 


Today, particularly since the (Sothenburg 
group decided to disengage with active 
field research in 1975, it seems that , 
Project U.R.D. is too much of an armchair
